yesterday. During the day the attendance 
was exceedingly good.

Horace Davis delivered the annual address 
upon the suhj >ct of an “ Agricultural Bureau 
for the Pacific coast.”

During the evening the Board of 
.Uirectors of the Bociety held a meeting. 
A 
communication was received from the San 
Francisco Bulletin, presenting to the society 
a large picture, handsomely framed, of the 
great American trotter, St. Julien. 
The pic­ 
ture was received by the Board and thanks 
returned to the donors. 
The silver and gold medals of the Agricult­ 
ural JSociety, to he awarded at this fair, were 
yesterday received from the manufacturers, 
and will to-day be on exhibition in the case, 
in the small upper hall, where the prizes for 
the ladies’ tournament are shown. 
The receipts for yesterday were as follows :

Howard Bassett, scroll-saw cutting—very- 
handsome. 
Miss C. R. Brothers, point lace handker­ 
chief, embroidered pin cushion and sofa cush­ 
ion—vety handsome. 
Mrs. J . R. Laurie, Santa Clara, exhibits 
Bamples of fine sun-dried fruit—a very supe­ 
rior exhibit. 
Cap’s pure apple cider and vinegar ia 
shown, with presses and machines in opera­ 
tion. 
G. T. Bascom shows 25 varieties of choice 
garden seeds ; also the Bascom tomatoes and 
a quantity of beets, eqnashes, etc. 
A L. Tryon, display of sugar beets and 
squashes. 
P. Brusi, fuU fine display of beets, squashes, 
pumpkins, garden products, corn, potatoes, 
etc., in great variety, This exhibit is a very 
large and attractive one. 
Felix Gabrielle exhibits potatoes, onions, 
beets, cabbages, and a full line of garden 
vegetable growth. 
It is an extensive and 
pleaeing display, 
A. B. Gilbert shows green corn, sheUed 
early corn, squashes, white corn, etc. 
\V. C. Hull exhibits some fiae watermelons. 
Some great pumpkins and squashes are 
shown, with no exhibitor's name. 
D. Hunt, fine large pumpkins. 
E. L. Hyde, some flue potatoes. 
There is in the lower main hall a fine 
exhibit of dried fruit, also rare varieties of 
grapes, and some choice green fruit, but there 
is never a name, card or label to indicate to 
whom the credit belongs. I t is surmised 
that they are shown by General BidweU of 
Chico. 
A. J. Sliner shows bags of choice wheat, 
3,584 pounds yield from, twenty acres of the 
kind known 
as “ Pride of Battle;” also 
2,899 pounds from 20 acres, of the brand 
known a* “ Patent Office.” 
H. Cronkite exhibits in bags samples of 
white Tuscany wheat, white Chile wheat and 
Waterloo oats. 
G. W. Colby exhibits one sack Australian 
wheat, one of Club wheat, one of Proper 
wheat, and one of Sonoma wheat. 
There is shown by the Wheatland Grange 
boxes of debris, soil before and after debriB 
deposit, etc. 
Oue sample of virgin soil prior 
to debris deposit is labeled as producing 81 
bushels of barley per acre. 
The same is 
shown after deposit, when it produced but 5 
bushels of barley, and that even after Beveral 
years of good cultivation. The Grange shows 
also a great block of the sediment as packed 
by deposit after having been carried for miles 
down the rivers. 
It is the regular slickens. 
There is shown also a box of the “ white 
sand” deposit as found over thirteen feet 
deep over fine bottom land of richest charac­ 
ter. 
All these soils are taken from S. D. 
Woods’ ranch, one mile from Wheatland. 
One of the most interesting of exhibits is 
that made by the College of Agriculture, 
University of California, showing great vari­ 
eties of grain, in stalk and seed, grown with­ 
out irrigation. Also samples of grains from 
other sections than California. 
Mrs. Hill’s CaHfornia insect powder is 
shown in quantity. 
The Oregon blood purifier and liver regu­ 
lator is exhibited by William Pfunder k Co., 
Portland. 
Mis. Quick, a well-known lady, in a quiet 
corner of the lower hall, has a neat exhibit, 
fresh '•fmh day, of button-hole bouquets. 
Mrs E. F. Aiken exhibits a large quantity 
of excellent sun-dried fruit in variety. 
Mr. E. S. H art has a good display of sun- 
dried fruit, varied and plentiful. 
A. I. Rider exhibits some fine cheese. 
F. Ludemann exhibits in his floral depart 
ment some real curiosities, such as growing 
plants of tea, coffee, camphor, the pineapple, 
and the Kaura tea plant of Australia.

In the 
course of his business he m ade m any boxes 
for fru it grow ers, and so he came to know 
th a t th e ravages of some little insect were 
seriously injuring th e orchards. By degrees 
he becam e interested in finding out w hat 
so rt of an insect it was, and how it con­ 
ducted its operations, and so he was led into 
a series of experim ents which eventually 
p u t him in possession of the entire history 
of th e codling m oth. 
H aving learned all 
about th is foe of the orchards, Mr. Cooke 
w as naturally led on to attem p t remedies 
for the evil, and having tried all kinds of 
m ixtures he finally discovered one which 
d estroys the m ischievous insect effectu­ 
ally. 
AH this labor and all th is research 
grew alm ost insensibly ou t of sm all begin­ 
nings, b u t now M r. Cooke know s more 
about the codling m oth than any m an in 
C alifornia, and m oreover his interest has 
w idened so as to tak e in the scale insecf, 
th e phylloxera, and various o th er pests of 
th e field, orchard and vineyard. The same

One of th e m ost interesting exhibits at 
th e Pavilion this year is to be found in the 
low er hall. 
I t consists of specim ens of 
the deposits which have been cast upon the 
Bear Itiver lands from th e mines above, 
and it constitutes the m ost striking and 
convincing proof of the blighting effects of 
th is debris, th a t could he imagined. 
On 
one side is a solid mass of the deposit or 
“ slickens,” as it was dug up. 
I t is a 
closely com pacted cake of deposit so line 
th a t when the m oisture has evaporated it 
forma an alm ost rock-like layer, and in no 
long period does actually harden into a 
k ind of sandstone. I t is so close of texture 
th a t nothing will grow in it, even the 
hardy willow perishing in a short tim e. 
N ex t to th is is a Jfine, sharp w hite sand, 
w hich it has been claimed rath er im ­ 
proves 
than 
injures 
the 
soil 
upi n 
w hich 
it 
is 
deposited. 
The 
actual 
effect 
af 
th is 
sand 
upon 
th e 
pro­ 
ductive capacity of the soil is shown 
in the exhibit. 
There is a box of virgiu 
soil, fine, rich, 
black alluvial deposit, 
w hich produced this year 81 bushels of 
barley to the acre. 
By its side is an o th tr 
box taken from a field which has hem 
covered by th e sand. 
T his field was also

The attem pts of th e Dem ocrats to m ake 
it appear th a t th e current statem ents about 
Southern claims are mere cam paign inven­ 
tions, and th a t all such claims are barred by 
the Fourteenth A m endm ent, h a te led to 
th e publication of the actual facts in the

A nd now in regard to the 
possibility th a t these claim s m ay he favor­ 
ably entertained, and th e question of th eir 
prohibition by th e F ourteenth A m endm ent, 
we will cite a letter on th e subject w ritten 


by th e distinguished ju rist Senator E d­ 
m unds, under date of A ugust 30th, 18S0.

New York, September 23d.—August Belmont was 
chosen Chairmau of the Democratic meeting to­ 
night. His speech was devoted in the main to a 
consideration of the claim that the present pros­ 
perity of the nation is due to Republican legislation, 
and cited as a significant fact that only in 1870, 
with the House and Senate both Democratic, were 
we enabled to float our four-per-cent, bouds. 1 he 
American people do not owe their present pn>s- 
perity to either the Republican or Democratic law­ 
makers. They owe it, first and above all, to the 
blessings of the Almighty, who has given them un­ 
bounded crops with which to feed the famishing 
massed of Europe; next, to the forced ecouomy 
and retrenchment in private and public expendi­ 
ture, rendered necessary by the disasters of 1873; 
and iastly, to the thrift, energy and skill of our 
planters, farmers and mechanics, which have made 
us large exporters to the matrs of the world, not 
only of the surplus produce of our soil, but also of 
works of American invention and skill. 
LLTTER3 OF 11EG RET. 
Resolutions were read and adopted, and letters of 
regret because of the absence of the writers were 
aunounced: 
From General Hancock—“ Dear Sir: Please ex- 
I ress my thanks to the committee for an invitation 
to be present at the grand meeting to be held in 
New York City on the 23d instant. If circumstances 
permit, it will give me pleasure to attend ; but my 
occupations and engagements are such that it is not 
probable that I shall t>e able to do so. If I should, 
I will lake the liberty of informing you hereafter.”

SENATOR BAYARD 
Was then presented to the vast throng, and was 
received with long-continued applause and the 
waving of hats and handkerchiefs.

He said 
that time has changed the population of the South 
as well as the North. A new generation of men and 
women, who could have had but little to say or do 
in relation to the war of 1861, now occupies and con­ 
trols the country.

Of the charge that, in the event of a Democratic 
success, the war debts of the South, the loss of 
slaves and claims for other losses growingout of the 
war, pen ions for their w< unded, etc., would he paid 
out of the United states Treasury, Bayard said : 
The best reply to all these wild, malicious and fool­ 
ish assertions is that such payment* would he im­ 
possible.

At a 
great gathering of Republican ladies and gentlemen 
last week, there were lawyers, bankers and states­ 
men who had more money in their pockets from 
.vouihem claims allowed bv Republican Commis­ 
sioners and Republican Courts than the poor fcouth 
ever received since the war, or even will receive 
from now until the day of judgment. 
THE SOLID SOUTH—BUSINESS STATISTICS. 
The cry of a “ Solid South” received attention, 
and Bayard said the South is not solid for anything 
the North need apprehend, and its solidity has no 
feature and no result unfriendly to the prosperity 
of the entire Union. 
In relation to the condition of business and society 
in the Southern States, Bayard quoted freely from a 
pifier by Edward Atkinson, of Massachusetts, and 
published iu the Fortnightly Heciew, in whicti ap- 
jx-ars these passages : “ 1 ne total production of gold 
and silver by the mines, mount a jis and rivers of 
the whole world for twenty-seven yea a has been 
$1,400,9S7,000, and the American cotton crop for the 
last ten years amounted to from $2,500,000,000 to 
£3.000,000,000 in gold values. 
Since 186.» an indus­ 
trial revolution has occurred, and in the States made 
free by the war, such as never before occurred. Ou 
the su» face there has appeared to be misgovern* 
ment, fraud, political disturbance, wrnt of stability, 
sometimes violence, but underlying this surface, ap­ 
parently so deeply agitated, the great industrial 
forces had been quietly and surely working to the 
end indicated by the great crops of cotton. T e ten 
last crops marketed exceeding ten anti-war crops by 
uearly 6,500,000 bales, while the crop now being 
marketed will be far the largest ever grown. Vio­ 
lence and anarchy cannot have been the rule in a 
sectiou that has produced greater crops h-r sale, 
and has at the same time been more self-sustaining 
than ever before in its history. 
Speaking of the prosperity of the nat’on and of 
the production of tobacco, sugar and rice, Bayard 
said : And yet our dcmeslic production of the last 
two articles is only in the Southern states, and to­ 
bacco is chiefly produced there. Of the tobacco 
crop, from the two-fifths retained and manufactured 
in the United States, over $38,000,000 of revenue 
had been levied the last fiscal year. 
With the ex­ 
ecutive power of this Government in the hands uf 
an Administration just and friendly to every sec­ 
tion, how trifling will appear even the great present 
pros]>erity to the greater future that awaits us. 
SOCIAL RELATIONS. 
Bayard referred to his visit to South Carolina, and 
said : If any man who was not unwilling to see the 
truth had been at my ride during my visit to South 
Carolina, he would have come away assured that in­ 
dustry was the rule among the people, and lhe r*la- 
t'ons of race were quietly and happily regulating 
themselves, and but for the dcrii’a w«»rk of the self­ 
ish ar.d unscrupulous politicians, of the radical 
party there never would be any such difficulty 
among the people there. 
RESUMPTION OF SPECIE PAYMENTS. 
The claim that the resumption of specie payment* 
was the work of the Republican party received

Of Garfield, Bayard said he was Chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations wh**n corruption 
and extravagance ran riot in Washington city. 
When Boss Shepherd and his crew were drawing 
tens of millions to lay rotten pavements in those 
streets, with false 
measurements 
and 
double 
prices, and in all the carnival of roguery from 
lsG:> until 1875. when the Dem -cratic majority 
put an end to the lobby and Congressional p under, 
where was the voice and vote «f Garfield ? If lie 
sought reform, he did it so quLtly as never to be 
heard. 
I leave the report < f committees, controlled 
by men of his own party association, to describe his 
persona] connection w ith discreditable transact ions, 
and only say, If we accept their account <.f Gar­ 
field, we m«y well say “ Nevermore be officer of 
mine." General Arthur was Col ector of the Port of 
New York when under the infamous mnity system 
no rocrcn&ut was secure against a seizure of 
his book* and most private papers.

The 
special object of the search—recovering records 
of the Franklin expedition which were known to 
exist at specified points—has not been attained. 
The explorers have, ncvertheles*, obtained many 
relics ol the Franklin j»artv, including the remains 
of Lieutenant Irving. They have, moreover, carried 
out to the letter the instructions of the promoter of 
the expedition to make it a geological success. The 
loi gest sledge ride on record, both in regard to time 
and space, has been achieved in the face of 
phenomenally 
cold 
weather 
and 
deprivation 
of 
customary 
food, 
lmportaut 
rivers 
aud 
coasts have been discovered and serious errors on 
former charts corrected. The adventures of the 
Schwatka expedition will add pages of interest to 
the romance of Arctic exploration, and furnishes 
all that the world is likely to know' of the fate of 
Franklin. The conduct of Captain Barry of the 
Eat ban, in reference to the supplies of food in­ 
tended for the- expedition, is unaccountable, and 
needs explanation, us the absence of those supplies 
on their return came near proving fatal to Lieuten­ 
ant Schwatka’s party. The result of the expedition 
has shown that it is feasible for white men to adapt 
themselves to the climate and life of the Esqui­ 
maux in prosecuting journeys in the Polar regions, 
and they are not necessarily restricted to any par­ 
ticular season of the 3 e *r for that purpose© but can 
travel at aii3’ time and in the same way which na­ 
tives travel.

The President and Party View the Ltcci 
Parade and Depart for Chico. 


The President has left us. His visit, though 
brief, was a most interesting and never-to-be- 
forgotten eveut in the history of State Fairs. 
W hile he may not have had the pleasure of 
seeing the best time on record beaten, he had 
the pleasure of seeing the finest and most ex­ 
tensive parade of thoroughbred horse3 and 
cattle th at has ever been seen in this State, 
and the President was not backward in ex­ 
pressing his wonder and gratification a t the 
remarkable results of thirty years.

A fter the stock hail been removed from 
the line, the party took their departure for 
the depot, where quite a number of citizens 
had assembled to bid him good-bye. A special 
train was in waiting to convey them to Chico, 
where they will be the guests of General Bid- 
well. 
The General hiui.-elf was at the depot 
and went up with them. 
They were accom­ 
panied up the road by Superintendent Pratt. 
Governor Stanford accompanied the Presi­ 
dent to the depot and saw him safely on the 
train, which took its departure at 11:15.
